Isaak Walton League Holds Annual 


Meeting 


At the annual meeting of the Andover 
Chapter of the Izaak Walton League of 
America, the following officers were elected: 
President, Richard A, Hoyer; vice president, 
Albert E. Foss; Treasurer, J. Leverett 
White; secretary, M. Lawrence Shields 

G. R. Cannon reported for the Conserva- 
tion Committee that approximately eighty- 
five pheasants that the chapter has kept over 
the winter would soon be liberated. He also 
reported that over ten streams in the vicinity 
had been stocked with trout last spring and 
that the stocking was to continue this spring. 
He said that the chapter would have about 
fifteen hundred adult trout, averaging about 
nine inches to place in the streams as soon as 
the ice had gone from the trout-rearing pool. 
He stated that the chapter had been active 
in stocking Foster’s pond with bass and 
perch. 

Mr. Hoyer reported that the chapter had 
joined the Massachusetts Skeet Shooting 
\ssociation and that a team would compete 
each week in the shoots arranged by the 
association 

At the close of the meeting, Director 
William C. Adams of the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Game addressed the | 
members. In an interesting talk, Mr. Adams 
showed how it was not until 1865 that the 
State discovered that it owned the wild life 
on its grounds and as owner of such it was its 
duty to take care of it. It was not until 
between 1890 and 1900 that any constructive 
conservation was put into effect, and at that, 
it consisted only of fish runways in the Con 
necticut and Merrimack rivers. He stated 
only in the past ten to fifteen years has the 
State been taking active interest. It began 
in 1900 to have wardens, but it was not until | 
1909 that hunting licenses were originated } 
Between 1909 and 1919 over a million dollars 
were turned in for hunting licenses, but not 
one cent to support the fisheries. In 1925 the 
straight sporting license was brought in, Mr. 
Adams said that the legislation was now 
wrestling with a new codification of the fish 
and game laws.

$50,000 paying taxes. What happens now? 
Another educational party has gone in and 
bought it eliminating taxes entirely. Now 
they are cutting in from the west to eliminate 
the taxes up there. You refuse the poor devil 
standing with his back to the wall a drink of 
water. You had better bow your heads with 
shame if you go out of this hall without voting 
every article for water. My friend O'Connell 
talks about $1,500 in the welfare department. 
What comes back? Nothing. Why not put 
that into this water and give some men work 
Put your welfare department to work and 
you are doing some good for human nature.

Edward V. French: This seems to me to be 
a question of town policy and I don’t think 
we should go ahead without knowing better 
what we ar edoing. In the case of business 
you would look at it very particularly. In 
the first place, everybody is desirous of ex- 
tending the water system just as far as it can 
be done on a reasonable economic bais, but it 
is a thing that we need to know what we are 
doing, before we appropriate money. There 
are quite a number of projects which our 
Board of Public Works and finance commit- 
tee say should not be done. I think it would 
be unwise and very poor financial policy to go 
ahead and appropriate money for several of 
these things where the facts are not before us. 
We do not know what we would be getting 
into. In some cases it will require a further 
extension of the water system to get water 
to those locations at all. It seems to me that 
the sound way of handling this is to appro- 
priate the money in those cases where the 
committees after investigation advise the 
appropriation, That is what they are ap- 
pointed for. Then I think it would be reason- 
able to show that it is the policy of the town 
to spend money for water extensions just as 
fast as the town’s resources wili permit. I 
therefore hope that the amendments which 
have been brought up will be passed. That 
will enable the Board of Public Works to put 
the water in those places where it is shown 
that the expenditure is justified and it will 
further enable the Board of Public Works to 


act with the $20,000 appropriation. It should 
enable them to study the subject intelligently 
and make such water extensions as can be 
made properly this year, such as are a reason 
able advance for the year, especially under 
the industrial conditions which surround us. 
Let us follow the sound policy and the eco 
nomic one and support the amendment.
